
Today’s helipad closure surprises many

Helicopter ambulance-landing pads for eight Alberta 
hospitals shut down today with little notice to affected 
municipalities and no clear reason why. 

Alberta’s medical superboard announced Friday it must 
temporarily suspend landings at Edmonton’s Royal 
Alexandra Hospital and seven rural facilities, including 
Didsbury’s, because they fail to meet amended federal 
regulations. 

Didsbury Mayor Brian Wittal was told Friday, the local 
landing pad would be one of those slated to close June 30. 
He first heard the news from a reporter and later that day 
received confirmation by Alberta Health Services. 

Alberta Health Services, which operates 60 helipads in 
the province, told Wittal the town’s helipad not only fails 
to meet federal standards, but size requirements for new 
STARS air ambulances. 

“1 was surprised. This was the first I heard of it,” said 
Wittal. 

He said he attended a meeting of mayors on June 12 to 
address a leaked David Thompson Health Region docu¬ 
ment that suggested a number of hospitals were slated for 
downgrading. At the round table of over 40 mayors from 
Central Alberta, Alberta Health Services said downgrad¬ 
ing was no longer being considered. 

There was no mention of suspending helipads. 

Alberta Health Services apologized today for the obvi- 


communities and their mayors sooner. 

Hospital helipads in Sundre, Didsbury, Barrhead, 
Castor, Consort, Wainwright and Westlock, will be shut 
down for at least three months while the medical board 
determines which will be upgraded to proper Transport 
Canada standards and which may have to be closed per¬ 
manently. 

In the meantime, emergency air transportation will be 
forced to land in nearby municipal airports, instead of fly¬ 
ing patients directly to hospitals. Didsbury patients will 
travel by ground ambulance to the Olds-Didsbury Airport, 
5.6 kilometres north of Didsbury, for transfer. 

Wittal said he’s concerned precious time and resources 
will be stretched to accommodate Alberta Health 
Services’ contingency plan. 

“(The transfer) could be tied up an extra half hour. If it 
was at the hospital it would be a lot quicker." 

STARS flew to the Didsbury Hospital 13 times in the last 
year and although that may not seem like a lot, it’s 13 lives 
saved, Wittal said. 

He also wonders if using ambulances to transport 
patients to the municipal airport will potentially put the 
system at risk, especially if all of the ambulances are out 
on other calls. 

The mayor intends to ensure Mountain View Regional 
Emergency Services, which contracts ground ambulance 
service to nearby municipalities, has its contingency plan 
in place. 

So why has this decision been made now? 


did an inspection, after which, the board was informed 
the landings didn't comply with Transport Canada regula¬ 
tions. 

“We were asked to put in a contingency plan based on a 
June 30 closure," said Brenda Fischer, the superboard’s 
senior vice-president of emergency medical services. 

Fischer did not know when the inspection was done or 
what specific regulations the facilities failed to comply 
with. 

Transport Canada, the regulatory body for helipad land¬ 
ings, said they hadn’t heard of the closures until reporters 
called them Friday. They deny any involvement in the 
decision and say they haven’t made any amendments to 
its regulations since 2007. 

To further muddy the waters, Fischer said the new 
STARS air ambulances have nothing to do with helipad 
closures, as was initially cited by a Alberta Health repre¬ 
sentative, Friday. 

She also said the move is not financially motivated, but 
the decision to update the facilities will be. 

“If we are going to spend the money to remediate them, 
then we need to make sure...that this is an appropriate 
use of funding.” 

The medical organization hasn't yet issued a press 
release or information on its website. Fischer said their 
first step was to inform the MLAs and the mayors in 
affected communities, which was done at the end of last 
week and over the weekend. 

The general public was to be informed this week, after

and Portland. He’s handed out clothes and food to the 
cities’ homeless and seen first hand the joy it brings them. 

“In some ways building relationships with the homeless 
who need help was inspiring,” he said. 

So inspiring that Poffenroth plans to use his career to 
make the world a better place.

We never encouragement,” he said, 
want anyone to end up the way This year, Fulton has had to stop donat¬ 
ing. The recession hit his store, Victoria’s 
Flowers and Gifts, hard and that means he 
can’t give to anyone. 

“Youth are our future and it’s sad for me 
to be in a position to have to say no.” 
Usually the shop on Main Street is still 
flourishing come June; with the business 
sailing on dollars earned during peak holi¬ 
day periods. But this year, few bought 
posies for Valentine’s and Mother’s Day 
and it has made business at the flower and 
gift shop slower than usual. 

Victoria’s Flowers and Gifts isn’t the 
only local business hit by the recession. 
Hansen said she came across a few busi¬ 
nesses in Didsbury, especially in the con¬ 
struction sector, that couldn’t give 
because of tough times. But it’s not all bad 
news. Despite losing some donors, the 
fund is still snowballing. Over forty busi¬ 
nesses and families shelled out $33,000; 
the most the school has raised. 

Dan Peters, a real estate agent with CIR, 
was one businessman still able to give. 

“Times aren’t exactly booming, but busi¬ 
ness is still good and we feel it's important 
to give back to the community,” he said. 


Monies raised wore handed over to 25 
scholarship winners during their gradua¬ 
tion ceremony, June 26. 

Four years ago, when the scholarship 
committee first formed, seven Didsbury 
High School students shared $6,(MM) in 
scholarship funds. 

“It was a drop in the bucket as far as 
Sharon Israelson and I were concerned,” 
Hansen said. 

“We set out to raise funds in the commu¬ 
nity and educate students on how to apply 
for these scholarships." 

Israelson died of cancer last year and 
Hansen has continued to raise funds for 
the cause on her own. “It doesn’t matter if 
the students are going into heavy duty 
mechanics or nuclear physics; SAIT or uni¬ 
versity, we believe those continuing their 
education need support and recognition 
from the community," she said.Hansen 
adds that several Didsbury High School 
students have gone on to pursue remark¬ 
able careers: Andrea McColloch is an 
opera singer in New York, Jason 
Spreeman, a jet pilot for the American 
Army and Laureen Hall Campbell, a veteri¬ 
narian. They followed their dreams and 
that’s what Hansen hopes these recent 
graduates will do with a financial boost. 

The scholarships were handed out to 
students with a 65 per cent average in 50 
credits of their choosing. Each of the cho¬ 
sen had notable community involvement, 
school citizenship and academic achieve¬ 
ments. “To me, these youth were all about 
participation in life and to me that makes 
a citizen, not the genius," Hansen said. 


It was a sad moment for Gord Fulton, 
when Didsbury High School came asking 
for scholarship donations and he had 
nothing to give. 

Fulton has contributed $500 to the fund 
over the last two years in memory of his 
charge Yonas Kassa Amahazion.

cause. Last year the event attracted 4(5 rid¬ 
ers and raised $86,000 for the Edmonton 
Institute for Cancer. This year the number 
of riders tripled to nearly 130. The total 
dollars raised hasn't been determined yet, 
but organizers estimate it will be around 
$150,000. John McNeilly, Western Canada’s 
operations manager for the National 
organization Ride for Dad, said this hog, 
chopper and Harley event is only going to 
get bigger. “We usually see a 50 per cent 
increase between the first and second year 
and a 25 per cent increase every year after 
that," he said. The Rural Ride for Dad is 
the first of its kind in Alberta - but it won’t 
be the last. Although no one else can take 
the name, other rural Albertan communi¬ 
ties are eager to host their own rides for 
prostate cancer. “This is a good cause 
that’s good for the local economy,” 
McNeilly said. “We are getting a lot of 
requests to open chapters.” Prostate can¬ 
cer is also a cause that more women are 
openly supporting.

Over 100 leather-clad motorcyclists 
revved up Saturday for the second annual 
Rural Ride for Dad. 

The fundraising event is geared towards 
getting men - especially those in skullcaps 
and black chaps - talking about prostate 
cancer. “The cancer affects men and deals 
with things men aren’t comfortable talking 
openly about. This kind of event is helping 
men to...not be as self-conscious and it 
encourages them to get checked out,” said 
Michelle Ponich, annual fund development 
officer for the Alberta Cancer Foundation. 
Ponich was on hand to support the 
fundraiser, which raises money through 
pledges for education and prostate 
research in Edmonton or Calgary. Event 
organizers will get to decide in which 
direction the money will go. 

“Our hope is that the money will be 
directed towards providing rural commu¬ 
nities with portable PSA units,” said Greg 
Overwater, an organizer for the Rural Ride 
for Dad. PSA units measure the level of

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prostate specific antigen in the blood and 
are common in city hospitals. 

But not all rural men will go to the city to 
get the screening done, Overwater said. 
“We need to make testing more accessi¬ 
ble.”

It’s been a long time coming, but on 
Canada Day, Memorial Park w ill officially 
open its gates to the public. 

The complex has been in the works for 
the last eight years, bogged down by 
design glitches and lack of funds. 

“If anything could go wrong with the 
project, it did,” said Roy Brown, chief 
administrative officer for the Town of 
Didsbury. 

Five years ago a downpour flooded the 
old landfill site, creating deep grooves in 
the main park as water gushed into a near¬ 
by coulee. The city had to redesign the 
park to accommodate a storm water sewer 
system and higher elevation. 

And that was just the beginning. 

The 17-acre park has also fallen olT the 
table as the town waited for more dollars 
or when the focus switched to other local 
developments. 

“This has been a very frustrating experi¬ 
ence,” Brown said. “It’s pretty satisfying to 
see it in its current state." 

The $300,000 fac ility includes a walking 
trail, baseball diamonds and an amphithe 


“We made this a family event. It’s a 
worthwhile cause,” she said, pointing out 
her dad, sister, aunt and uncle.

According 
to Statistics Canada, prostate cancer is the 
second most commonly diagnosed cancer 
in Canadian men and it ranks second 
behind lung cancer in deaths. In 2002 an 
estimated 18,200 men were diagnosed 
with the disease and 4,300 died from it.

“We are hoping this will encourage eco¬ 
nomic development by attracting a num¬ 
ber of teams and tournaments,” Brown 
said.

“I hope everyone is impressed with what 
we have here and that they come out to 
use and support these facilities,” Wittal 
said.

Canada Post clarifies general delivery rules 


mail is received is to verify that 
those you correspond with have 
your most current address. 

Instances of Canada Post employ¬ 
ees tracking down addresses based 
on the sketchiest information still 
occur across the country; however, 
these special measures are not 
meant to replace individuals or 
businesses keeping up-to-date mail¬ 
ing addresses for those they corre¬ 
spond with. 


In response to Rick Phelan’s let¬ 
ter, published in the June 22 
Didsbury Review, Canada Post 
wishes to provide an explanation 
and some context to this situation. 

We sincerely regret any inconven¬ 
ience Mr. Phelan may have experi¬ 
enced when mail sent to his former 
address, care of General Delivery, 
was returned to the sender. 
However, this is also an opportune 
time to explain our policy on mail 
redirection and reinforce why it’s 
important for recipients to ensure 
their mailing address is up to date. 

Once Canada Post assigns an 
individual a post office box, we pro¬ 


vide change of address cards and 
six months of free mail redirection. 
Thereafter, it is up to individuals to 
ensure that those they correspond 
with have their correct address. 
Alternately, if more time is required 
for notification of the address 
change, the mail redirection period 
can be extended for a fee. 

Administratively it's simply not 
feasible to cross-check names 
against the town’s 2,400 mailbox 
holders - nor does such a list exist, 
hence the policy is enforced, as 
explained to Mr. Phelan.

Town makes a movie 

Didsbury will star in its own movie 
this summer. The Central Alberta 
Economic Partnership (CAEP) is giving 
Didsbury and 40 other member commu¬ 
nities each $900 to make a video on 
what their town has to offer. The town 
foots the rest of the bill. 

“This is all about economic develop¬ 
ment. With a video, we can give develop¬ 
ers and business owners a sense of what 


our community looks like in real time,” 
said Mayor Brian Wittal. The movie is 
costing the town $1,700, which will be 
drawn from the economic development 
budget. 

The clip will pan the downtown core 
and capture the historic charm of the 
frontier-style brick buildings. It’ll flash 
pictures of parks, land available for 
development, schools, the hospital and 
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anything else that could coax business¬ 
es and their employees to the area. “We 
want to see growth. From a tax-based 
perspective, there needs to be a good 
balance between business and residen¬ 
tial. Right now it’s 89 per cent residen¬ 
tial and 11 per cent business,” Wittal 
said. 

He doesn’t want to see any box stores 
in Didsbury’s boom, but bistros, arts and 
craft shops, shoe stores and groceries. 
The town is looking to transform the 
area into a weekend destination for city 
folk. The video will be shot over the 
summer and featured on the Town of 
Didsbury and the CAEP websites.
